HAVANA, May 15,-General Weyler bus 


issued a proclamation giving the country 
people twenty days in which to deposit in 
various government centers all the( corn 
procurable in the province of Pinar del 


Rio, Havana and Matamzas, the western 
halt of Cuba. The owners must transport 
this to the villages nearest to detachments 
of Spanish troops. If unable to do so they 
will be furnished the necessary vehicles. 


The military authorities are authorized 


to purchase at market price or receive on 
deposit all these provisions. At the expi- 
ration of twenty days nil the corn not 
deposited or purchased will be considered 
contraband of war and the owners will be 
punished as criminals. 


The object of this severe order is both 


to procure supplies for the Spanish troops 
and prevent any more supplies falling 
into the insurgents' hands.

SPA PER! 


CHICAGO, May 15.—Today for the first 


time since the execution of the Haymar- 
ket anarchists a double hanging was on 
the schedule of Cook County jail. Alfred 
Fields, a nqgro convicted of murdering 
Mrs. Randolph, and Joseph Windrath, a 
German, convicted of murdering Carrie 
Birch were the condemned men. It was 
to have been a triple hanging, but Gov- 
ernor Altegcld yesterday gave a respite 
to Nick Marsden, convicted of murdering 
Holzhnetter. 


Fields was apparently unconcerned last 


night and slept soundly. Windrath got 
no sleep till after midnight. He ceased 
raving however, which he had kept up 
four days and apoligized for the trouble 
he had given the guards, but protested he 
was innocent. When his wife left the 
jail, Windrath cried hysterically for 
an hour. Then two priests prayed with 
him, and when they went the prisoner 
lay down with his eyes staring upward 
and so remained unmoved. 


As the hour of execution approached 


Windrath again became violent, shouting 
vehemently. His insanity, or imitation 
of insanity, was of such a character that 
it was decided that a separate execution 
would bo necessary if an awful bungle 
was to be avoided. At the last moment 
word came from Judge Barber, who 
granted Windrath a stay, allowing the 
postponement of the execution for three 
weeks. 


Fields smiled on the scaffold and said 


"Goodbye, old sport," to an acquaint- 
ance present and was strangled, the neck 
not bein™ broken by the fall. The other 
prisoners set up a load shout when the 
drop fell. 


Above the din rang out the shrill yell of 


Windratb, who had just been reprieved. 
It was the same wild shriek that has 
nearly distructed the jail inmates fora 
week. He screamed "Now, hang on 
man." The purpose of Windrath's res- 
pite is to allow further inquiry into his 
sanity. 


Two Boys 
Have Caused the 
Loss. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


WALTHAM, MASS., May 15.—William 


Reed, eighteen years oid, and William 
Daley, twenty years old, both residing at 
Cambridge, who have acknowledged they 
were the perpetrators of many incendiary 
fires which recently have occurred at 
Waltham, Newton, Cambridge, 3omer- 
ville and other places, were arraigned in 
the district court this forenoon. The 
charges against the boys refer to the de- 
struction of property valued at over 
$1,500,000. 


Besides many small fires, the Boston and 


Albany Brighton stock yards, George Gale 
Lumber company and Holt and Bagbce 
Lumber company of Cambridge, are the 
heaviest losers, the latter firm losing 
nearly $1,000.000. 


The state authorities and police have 


been searching energetically for the fire- 
bugs the past eight months. Nearly all 
the fires which occurred during the last 
two years in this district gave evidence of 
incendiarism. The efforts of the officers 
were in vain until a few days ago when 
Arthur Kyman's barn was burned. 
It 


was then ascertained that two bicycle 
riders had been seen in the vicinity of the 
barn just before the fire. 


From the descriptions the police after- 


wards arrested Daley on suspicion. When 
brought before the fire marshal! and 
questioned, Daley admitted that he Alone 
set fire at the lumber yard of Holt and 
Bagbee, but he had an accomplice in 
Rsad on other occasions, and the latter 
was arrested. 


The cases will be tried in the Superior 


court. The boy^ will now be arrainged 
in Cambridge under similar charges held 
by the police there.

days, as follows: 


Trains to leave North Adams at 8.00 a. 


p. stopping only at Adams and Cheshire, 
arriving at Pittsfleld at 3.40 a. m. 


Returning, leave Pittsfleld at 9.10 a. m" 


stopping at all stations and arriving at 
North Adams at 10.02 a. m. 


Train to leave North Adams at 7.00 p. 


m. making all the stops and arriving at 
PittaBeld at 7.50 p. m. 


Returning, leave Pittsfield at 9.30 p. m., 


make all the stops and arrive at North 
Adams at 10.20 p, m. 


We will also run an express train, stop- 


ping only at Cheshire and Adams, to 
leave Pittsfleld on arrivaf of the Harlem 
train from New York, reaching North 
Adams at S.45 p. m. 


The Sunday trains will leave North 


Adams at 9.25 a. m., 1.65 and 6.00 p.m., 
arriving at Pittsfleld at 10.15 a. m.,2.45 
and 6.50. 


Returning, these trains leave Pittsfield 


at 10.40 a. m., 3.00 and 7.00 p.m., arriving 
at North Adams at 11.30 a. m., 3.50 and 
and 7.50 p. m., and they will stop at all 
stations in both directions.

This means a, very adequate train ser- 


vice between the two Berkshire cities, and 
it is easy to see how the accommodations 
are to be far superior to those of the past. 
For instance, lawyers and others attend- 
ing court at Pittsfield have had "to go by 
the 6.20 a. m. train and then wait a long 
time for the opening of the court. This 
tiresome and disagreeable 
necessity is 


done away with by the train leaving for 
Pittsfleld at 8.00 a. m. 


Heretofore there have been only two 


forenoon trains from Pitts&eld, one arriv- 
ing at 8.20 and the other at 12.05. A train 
between these two, arriving here at 10.02, 
ought to be an appreciated accommoda- 
tion. 


The evening train to PittsSeld and 


return is one that many have long desired, 
and if their expectations are fulfilled it 
will prove popular. It will leave this city 
at 7 o'clock, atop at all stations and arrive 
at Pittsfleld at 7.50. Returning, it will 
leave Pittsfleld at 9.30 and reach North 
Adams at 10.20. As this wiil be the last 
train from Pittsfield, the company will 
undoubtedly be willing to bold it till a 
Jater hour whenever it may be called for 
by a sufficient number, and, if so, th« peo- 


ple of North Adams and the towns along 
the line will have an opportunity to at- 
tend entertainments in Pittsfield when 
they so desire. 


The express train to arrive here at 8.45 


p. m., which now arrives at 9.10 p. m., 
will connect with the Harlem train 
from New York and enable people to 
reach this city from the metropolis half 
an hour earlier in the evening than now. 
This is a change that will be very much 
appreciated.

Three Sunday trains each way in the 


place of none at all is certainly a long step 
in advance. 
Through the summer, at 


least, these trains are likely to be well 
patronized, as they place the people of 
North Berkshire within easy reach of 
PoDtoosucTTalie, the only watering place 
north of Pittsfleld. During the past few 
years the attractions at the lake have 
been developed and greatly improved and 
the place is now a very pleasant and 
popular resort.

The New York connections in the past 


have been by trains leaving North Adams 
at 6.20 a. m. and 3.00p.m., and arriving 
here at 2.35 and 9.10 p. m. 


In connection with other advantages 


to accrue irom these changes there may 
possibly be some further improvement in 
our mail service.

This city has been famed with mauy fine 
performances by Manager Meade, but it 
never has been famed with as finished 
and delightful a one as that given Thurs- 
day evening. The work of Mr. Salvini 
was remarkable. Every action was clear 
cut and decidedly in good time and place 
and there was nothing labored about any 
of them.

Ou i railroad needs were set forth in the 


TRANSCRIPT January 13 last, the first 
newspaper article, we believe, of a serious 
and systematic effort to brine about the 
result now achieved. 
That article was 


beaded, "Wanted," and its general char- 
acter was set forth in the first paragraph 
which read as follows: 


Northern Berkshire in general (North 


Adams in particular), always wants some- 
thing; wuich shows it is not a clam-bed. 
Just now it wants and for a long time has 
wanted better railroad connections with 
central and southern Berkshire, and a 
more convenient passenger service be- 
tween North Adams and Pittsfleld. It 
wants as good cars for this service as those 
whii h make up the fine suburban service 
of the eastern end of the Boston and Al- 
bany line. It wants trains that can make 
under strong pressure a better record than 
twenty miles in fifty minutes. 


The response to the effort of North 


Adams people to secure a better service 
came quick and enthusiastic from Pitts- 
field and along the whole line of the road. 
The Pittsfield papers came into the effort 
heart and soul, though a little distrustful 
of getting anything from a "soulless cor- 
poration." The Adams Freeman spoke 
out boldly for Adams. All Berkshire was 
agreed as to the need for more trains. The 
Pittsfleld Eagle of January 11 saiil: 


"Pittsfleld cannot but feel a deep inter- 


est m this matter, and certainly the press 
of this city will gladly join hands with the 
TR \SSCRIPX in its agitation of so import- 
ant a matter. 
There is no question that 


the railway service between the two 
Bei kshire cities, is not only inadequate, 
but is altogether below the standard which 
should be maintained in this section. 
Better railroad facilities would not only 
benefit both cities and the intermediate 
ton us in a business way, but would serve 
tot1 raw nsmore closely together and to 
•lake ns more like one community. The 
business men ot the two cities and of the 
towns lying between them, should join 
ban els in this matter, and work unitedly 
for its accomplishment. 
If they do this 


with all the energy of which they are 
capable, success will be certain."

declare in plain figures for proper railroad 
facilities between North Adams, PittsOeld 
•nel New York. Toot, toot, toot! We are 
all iiboard and all in it from Pittsfield lo 
Noith Adams. Shako hands again, and 
all tip hats to tbe Boston and Albany 
railroad. 


havo gone down deep into their pockets 
to. make up deficiencies and yew after 
year the efforts to give a creditable festi- 
val which should so enlist the Interest 
and sympathy of the professedly music 
loving portion of the community an to 
bring out paying audiences has been un- 
successful.

A CAVE OF BABOON'MUMMIES. 


i Veritable Chamber of Horrors. How 
. the Baboons Died and How They are 


Preserved. A Remarkable Story. , 


Africa's Serious Troubles. 


Some time ago 
Anthony Affhauser 


wrote from South Africa to his brother 
Edward in this city that he intended to 
isit a baboon cave of which he had 


heard. He did so, and in a later letter he 
gives the following description of the 
wonderful place. 


Vnvc and Contents. 


"I found the baboon cavo 'at last, after 


iearching over 300 miles of country. 
Three families live on the farm on wnich 
.he cave is located, and but one family of 
.he three knew of the existence of such a 
cavern, so you can imagine my difficulty 
n getting information when miles away. 
The cave, however, was a sight that fully 
repaid me for all my trouble in tracing. 
It was a veritable 'chamber of horrors.' 


'Climbing down a circular pit to a depth 


of about fifteen feet and then crawling on 
hands and knees for about six feet more 
in a horizontal direction, I emerged into 
a cavern large enough to throw a church 
and several blocks into. Round its ragged 
ides were ranged hnndreds of baboons of 
ivery age and size, all with horror and 
agony frozen on tbeir faces, just as they 
appeared generations ago when overtaken 
by some horrible calamity. There in a 
corner was crouched a mother with her 
child at her breast, each gazing at the 
other with terror-stricken features. A 
few feet away could be seen another, with 
his great hands clutching at his throat in 
apparent sufl'ocation. One big fellow, 
nearly as tall as myself, stood braced 
against the rocks just as he had yielded to 
fate, his big paws clutching at the empty 
air, his eyeballs on his checks, his nostrils 
dilated and his lips rolled back, his tongue 
protruding from his mouth. In the 
death agonies his tongue had been bitten 
through by one of his enormous tusks. 


I wished to carry away the tongue with 


the tooth still through it, as a souvenir, 
but my Kaffir 
boy, thinking I only 


wanted the tooth, whipped out a knife 
and whittled the tongue away before I no- 
ticed what he was doing. However, I 
have the tusk, which is about three and 
one-half inches long. 


'Though dead over fifty years, the 


monkeys till a year ago were in a perfect 
state of preservation. A continous cur- 
rent of dry, warm air, coming apparently 
from the bowels of the earth, has dried 
and tanned the great, hairy beasts so 
thoroughly that they might endure for 
thousands of years. But the deadly moth 
has got into the cave recently and has 
already ruined many of the mummies, 
eating away the skins 
and leaving 


nothing but the skeletons. 


Story of the Cave. 


'The story of the cave is this: In the j 


early forties during a Boer-Kaffir war, j 
the natives were so hard pressed that 
they fled to the mountains. Discovering 
this cave and finding it inhabited by ba- 
boons, they at once preceded to smoke 
them out, that the cave might be utilized 
as a hiding place and a refuge from the 
Boer rifles. The circular pit was filled 
with wood and grass, fire was applied 
and the inmates were suffocated. 
After- 


wards the floor, slanting, at an angle of 
about 30 degrees, was terraced up and 
circular mud walls were erected, about 4 
feet In diameter and 3 feet high. 
Each 


of these constituted a home for one fam- 
ily, and here they lived for many months 
among the dead baboons. 


"The turning over the debris*of gnawed 


bones, straw matting, moth-eaten karosses 
and other accumulations such as are com- 
mon in a Kaflir kraal, we unearthed two 
human skulls, evidently thosu ot its sai- 
age inhabitants." 


Alrlcnu Troubles. 


Mr. 
Affhauser also touches on the 


troubles South Africa is experiencing «t 
the present time. 
He writes. 


"Trouble seems still browing in the 


Transvaal and every one seems to thiuk 
things will be strained to the breaking 
point, but I still persist in saying there 
will be no actual war. 
South Africa is 


passing through one of ivs periodical 
stages of affliction. After a time "of pros- 
perity Africa always lias a visitation of 
all the evils that flesh ever was heir to. 


"The new year was ushered in with 


strife and revolution in the Transvaal. 
Business came to a standstill and de- 
velopment stopped. 
Tien came the 


most 
horrible 
dynamite disaster in 


history, spreading death and desolation, 
misery and suffering on every 
hand. 


Jameson's raid took the bulk of Charter- 
land's troops out of the country and the 
Matabeles are taking advantage of the 
company's weakness, and are massacre- 
ing, pillaging and burning wherever there 
are whites. The Basutos are preparing to 
rise against the whites in the Free State, 
and the Transvaal trouble will come very 
near bringing about. an internecine war 
between the English and Dutch through- 
out Africa. And if it does come it will be 
a little war of extermination, as bloody, 
fierce and traitorous as anything history 
has yet recorded. 
Besides all 
else, 


drought and famine are in the land. Crops 
have failed entirely through lack of rain 
and great swarms of locusts have destroyed 
fruit trees. Horse sickness is killing off the 
horses, rinderpest and lung-sickness are 
making short work with the cattle, blue- 
tongue is carrying off the -sheep, and the 
Dutchmen are praying for more rain, less 
plagues and a chance to get at the English. 


further Travels. 


Since writing the above Mr. AfThauaer 


has sailed from Dunbar, Natal, for Mauri- 
tius, and will stop at Madagascar on his 
return to Johannesburg, South Africa. 


WHERE ANCHORS ARE MADE. 


An Industry That FIonrI§h0B Bwrt In Can- 


den, M«. 


There IB a larger number of ships' an- 


chors manufactured in the little town of 
Camden, Mo., than at all the other places 
in this country combined. All (it the 
stately ships that come out of the Maine 
shipyards look to the village on Pcnobscot 
bay for their anchors. Sturdy smiths 
(wing their hammctrs day otter day all the 
year long In the black, smoky, loug, low 
Camden shops, where only anchors are 
forged. Sometimes the trip hammers aro 
going all night about the forges, and the 
blazing of the fires and the ring of tho 
hamiqera aro seen and heard for miles 
across the bay. 


Thousands of tons of old Iron are pur- 


chased by these queer Camden establish- 
ments every year, for anchors are forged 
largely from cast off iron. The material is 
cut into small pieces by great shears that 
clip through tho iron as easily ns a cheese 
knife slices a cheese. The pieces aro bound 
lutu bundles by strong wires and nro thou 
fused in the forges. Then they aro pounded 
Had weldod Into the various parts of the 
anchor, some workmen fashioning rings, 
others shaping the flukes, others ham- 
mering out the' palms and others forg- 
ing tho shnuks. Then tho "complotcrs" 
take tho different narts and fuse and wold 
them into tho finished anchor. Anchors 
of all sizes and weights are turned out 
from tho noisy shops of Cnmden, from the 
graceful little pleasure boat anchor, weigh- 
ing but a fow poumlH, to the greut 5,000 
and 7,500 pound anchors for the biggest 
fcliips. 


The visitor In Camden will sec many in- 


teresting relics in the line of rusty aud 
broken Anchors that did duty in their day 
on famous merchant vessels, historic war- 
ships and sturdy whalers. Tho anchor of 
the famous frigate Cumberland was re- 
paired and fitted with n new stock at tho 
Camdoii works and is now at soa on tlic 
forecastle of tt big ship. The old stook 
was splintered up for the gratification ol 
rollc hunters, and there is only a sliver or 
two of tho historic wood loft in C'amtlon. 
This was the anchor which wont down 
with the Cumberland when she sank after 
lier fight with tba Merriumo in Hampton 
Honda; bonce tho groat demand for splin- 
ters of the stock. 


There are something like 6,000 people 


living in Camden, and anchor making Is 
the principal industry thoru.—Brooklyn 
Eagle.

A NEW BUT GROWING INDUSTRY IN 


THE UNITED STATES. 


Ita Preparation For the Market In a Brook- 


lyn Butchery — Soiue Fact! Discovered by 
an Artlut Which Will Startle the Av«r- 


' ace Reader. * 


The lisa of horseflesh for food is a com- 


paratively new thing la the east, but It Is 
Crowing. 


I met some tlmo ago tho artist who lately 


received n coinmlsfiiou to prepare pictures 
for a magazine article on this subject. Ho 
had cousidcinblc trouble in executing tho 
commission, because- tha horss meat busi- 
ness is conducted as if It were illicit. To 
be sure, it ought uot to be, for there is no 
law against horse butchering In this or 
any other state. 


Thoro are laws, jixorooyor, ngninst tha 


daughter and eaio for food of diseased ani- 
mals, equicu or bovino, nnd that may ox- 
plain why tho artist osperioncod so much 
difficulty in passing tho bnrrlors ot tho 
trade. By a little flnosso, howovor, ho did 
get into the largest butchery iu the east 
or perhaps in tho country. 
It, Is situated 


In thnt sparsely eottlod part of Brooklyn 
culled Ccmtorvillo. The owner, a Belgian 
named Bosso, kills about 000 head of horses 
nnd mules a week. 
As his proflt Is some- 


thing like $10 a head, It appears that Mr. 
Bosso is ou tho high road to fortuno. 


The artist got nccoss totlnspltice by rep- 


resenting himself as the American agent 
of a French houeo desirous of opening up 
»n export trade. It is no secrot that the 
Frciich ara large consumers oC horse moat. 
They acquired tho tasto during tho starva- 
tion regime of the comimmo, 25 years r.go. 
.Now horses of special breeds arc fattened 
for tho market. 


That is the most important difference 


between tho French and American trade. 
Tho horse butchers of this country sell 
their product for what it is not — for beef, 
ham, pork, what not. 
Theirs is a fraud- 


ulent business. 


It appears that tho "red hots" (frank- 


furter sausages) sold nt Coney Island nud 
on the streets of New York are horse meat 
or mule meat, to say nothing of their be- 
ing of the very lowest quality at thnt. 


Bosse bus a plant covering several acres. 


His buildings arc tho mt'rest shanties nnd 
there is aot oven a protanse of cleanliness. 
Twenty big savage dogs guard tho pluce 
against intruders. 


He courts secrecy in this and other 


ways. AH his "critters" are brought to 
him aud all his mnnufaetured product 
taken away under cover of night. This is 
out of deference to the great public, which 
is perfectly cognizant of tho nature of his 
business, but loves uUovo nil things to be 
humbugged. 


The horses and mules aro bought In a 


famoxis old market at Ridgewood, devoted 
to tho purchaso and sale of broken down 
etoods— old truck horses, "discards" from 
the street car service. At this cheerful 
place thoro is nn old law of custom under 
which a horso may be entered for sale at a 
fee of 10 cents. 
Tho butcher buys them 


in big lots at un averago price of |3. 50. 
1'or n fancy lot ho will puy $4. 
" , 


There is an unpleasant reuprt which, for 


obvious reasons, I am not able to confirm, 
thnt all the "critters" have not even so 
respectable an origin as this. It is said 
that on several occasions when a liorso has 
died on the streets, its body has mysteri- 
ously disappeared at night, before the 
health authorities could arrive to carry it

even n baser metal? ''Building a nose" 
sounds queer, and yet that is just what 
Burgeons are doing almost every day. Ev- 
ery surgeon who possesses mechanical 
ability ouough to be called a "plastic sur- 
geon" will take a cor,tract for building a 
nose. 


The operator, In the case of a man the 


bony portion of whose noso has beon de- 
stroyed, first removes tlio dead boQe until 
he finds healthy faono. 


He Is then ready to proceed with the 


building. Holes aro drilled Into the sound 
bono for tho roooptiun of the metallic 
framework which is to support the flesh 
tlmt will give tho nose the appearance of 
having its naturally bony and eortilaei- 
DOUS support. 


Probably tho most famous case of noso 


building is that of tho Into Dr. Thomas 
Sabiuo. The operation was performed at 
Bellovuo hospital. The patient's noso lind 
been entirely-destroyed Sy n disease called 
lupus. 


Tbe surgeon transplanted tho middle 


finger of tha patient's hand to replace tho 
nose. 
To tho house surgeon foil the task 


of destroying tho iisll. For tins ho used a 
powerful noitl. In relating Rs experience 
recently ho said that he supposed his work 
had provdd successful, but after the finger 
had beon transplanted ho found that tho 
nail was inclined to grow again, and ho 
was obliged to use tho acid rcpoatedly be- 
foro it was finally destroyed. 


There aro surgical records of other olRii- 


lar cases, in many of which tho nail bad 
grown on tho "fingor DOSO." 


In ordinary casos whore only the bor.y 


portion of tl.e nose has been destroyed cel- 
luloid is said to prove most satisfactory, 
as it is tetter borne in living tissues than 
any other substance. 


A CHKO was recently shown at tho Acad- 


emy of Modioino. The patient was . 
young man whoso nasal bones had been j 
destroyed through disease. 
The eliin had 
i 


fallen into tho cavity. 


The shapo of the noso was restored fay 


an aluminium tripod. Tho surgeon drilled 
a hole in tho frontal bone for tlio reception 
of ono branch of the apparatus, whilii tho 
other branches fitted into tho holes which 
had beon drilled iu tho upper jawbone. 
To tho untraiued eyo tho nose had every 
appearance of being normal.—J. F. Whlt-

The 
horKO butcher makes uo bones of boasting 
that tins "chipped bce£" is from bis 
slaughter house. It is horse meat, smoked, 
cut very thin, daintily packed and fraudu- 
lently labeled. 


Tho slaughter of a horse is very much 


liko tlmt, of nn ox. Tlia animal is knocked 
iu thii head and its throat, is cut. The skin, 
which is stripped off instantly, fetches 
from $2.60 to $3 at the tannery. 
Them is 


a taiuiL-ry in First avenue, Now York city, 
devoted exclusively to the tanning of horse 
hides. 


It is tho bind quarters that go to the 


chipped beef factory. And itwill bo a use- 
ful bit of mfnrmation for housewives to 
know that they can invariably distinguish 
this bua:us product from the real article by 
tho color. Horso meat is much darker than 
beef. 
Sometimes it is almost black. 


The hoofs go to tho glue t'r.otory and the 


bones are boiled for tlio makers of phos- 
phates. 


Bosso's place in thronged at night by 


butchttt's from tho poorer quartors. They 
get tho first pick from tlio barrels into 
which tho flesh has been thrown, and 
bright and early next morniug their pur- 
chases are on sale us beefsteaks 
There is 


no especial harm in this, except the fraud. 
I have catau horse steaks. 
They aro not 


to bo distinguished from beef steaks unless 
it is because they are tougher. The strok j 
from au old street car hor&o is as yielding 
to Hie tooth as a rubber boot, but it is 
wbolesojiiu enough.

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


BeeelpU and Expenditures and Work A«- 
compllihed Daring the FM* JHuml Year. 


New York, May 15.—The annual 


meeting of the American Bible society 
was held at the Bible house yesterday 
afternoon. 
The report for the fis- 


cal year showed that too receipts from 
all sources were $437,293.05; that the 
total disbnrsments for general pur- 
poses amounted to $503,308.52, and that 
drafts of the society amounting to $16,- 
998.22 are still outstanding. The ap- 
propriations for the foreign work for 
the coming year amount to 8182.756.18. 
The society is having the whole or por- 
tions of the Bible translated into the 
Muskolcee and Choctaw tongues, and is 
also having revised the Scriptures in 
the Siamese, Zulu, Portuguese, Arme- 
nian and Chinese languages. Bibles 
are still being made for the blind. 
Scriptures of all styles printed by and 
for the society amounted to 1,955,080 
volumes. The manager says: "For 
the first time in the society's history 
we can announce tha-t the number of 
volumes circulated abroad for the past 
year exceeds the number circulated ia 
the United States. Work in the field 
of Asia Minor has been hampered, 
books destroyed and agents maltreated 
and murdered. From China good re- 
$ults are reported. In Korea arrange- 
ments have been made for the publica- 
tion of a new translation of the Bible."
